the principal, with the accrued interest, 
amounts to sixteen hundred dollars; but 
interest shall be allowed thereafter upon 


no greater sum than sixteen hundred 
dollars: provided, that the limitations 


contained in this section shall not apply 
to deposits by religious or charitable cor- 
porations. 

Sect. 9 in six paragraphs provides fox 
the whole matter of loans and invest- 
ments, the first paragraph relating to 
loans on mortgages of real estate is as 
follows :— 

“On first mortgages of real estate 
situated in this state, in an amount not 
tu exceed sixty per cent., of the valua- 
tion of such real estate: but not exceed- 
ing seventy per ceni., of the whole 
amount of deposits shall be so invested 
or loaned; and no mortgage-loan shall be 
made by any such corporation except 
upon the report of a coramittee of not 
less than two members of its board of 
investment, who shall certify to the value 
of the premises to be mortgage d, accord- 
ing to their best judgment, and such re- 
port shall be filed aud preserved with 
the records of the corporaticen.”

Thinning Fruit. 

Now is the time to thin the apples 
and pears. I have been in the habit for 
several years past of thinning my pears, 
and fo at advantage from it. The 
fruit h larger and fairer, and 
Was quite as much in weight. It also 
my} ves the chance of a good crop the 
nt year. This morning, I thought I 
would try it on my apples, as I find it 
recommended by exper nced growers. 
So equipped with a pair of scissors, I 


commenced operations on a tree of about 


twenty feet spread, and in two hours, I 
had well thinned it, leaving but one ap- 
ple « spur. I frequently found thre 
or four, and sometimes six on one spur. 
all striving for an existence. I think I 
shall save nearly as much time in pick- 
ing the f as it has cost me to thin 
this spring, and I shall get nicer fruit 
besides. While I am in the tree, I also 
snip the ends of the rapid growing 
branches. This will also increase the 
chance of a crop next year.

The Baptists of Quincy, 1876. 


REV. C H. ROWE. 


, ‘* The true origin of Anabaptist,” says 
Mosheim, the church historian, ‘‘ is hid 
in the remote depths of antiquity.”? But 

‘the Baptists venture to claim for them- 

‘selves an apostolic origin, and a faith 
learned from the lips of the Great Head 
of the Church. 

In the year 209 of the Christian Era, 
there already existed in Britain many 
churches, and there no reason to 
question that these Early British Chris- 
tians were men holding the distinctive 
principles of the Baptists. It may be 
difficult to trace their history through the 
dark ages, when of the dominant power 
the Saxon sought to blot out utterly the 
|name and the doctrines, and every ves- 
|tige of the history of those who kept the 
faith once delivered to the saints. But 
ifrom the annals of their persecutors 
|there may be gleaned incidental testi- 
|mony that establishes the fact, that 
'through all the centuries there have 
|been faithful ones who have kept the 
word and ordinances of Christ, and 
transmitted them from generation to 
generation. 

The Braintree parish Baptist church 
Essex, England, has in possession au- 
thentic records going back more than 
two hundred years, and can trace a_his- 
tory back tothe days of Edward the 
Sixth. There is a very ancient Chapel 
at Hill Cliffs, near Warrington, having a 
/history going back to the early part of 
|the Sixteenth Century, with strong 


probability for the tradition that the 


|Chapel was built by the Lollards who 
held Baptist opinions. The church at 
Eythorne, Kent, originated with some 
Dutch Baptists, who settled in the coun-

try inthe time of Henry the Eighth. 
Some of their members suffered mar- 


tyrdom, one Joan of Kent,a lady of 
position and wealth, being burned at the 
stake at Smithfield, on the 2d of May, 
1550. These monuments of the past, 
|escaping the destructive hand of perse- 
cution, remain for usto-day as memorials 
of a once numerous and devoted people 
in England and Wales. From their ranks 
came the early Baptists of New Eng- 
land. William Penn, the founder of 
Pennsylvania, was the son of a Baptist. 
There is no doubt that from the Bap- 
tists of London, Roger Williams first 
|learned those principles which he after- 
ward so grandly advocated, and which 
made him * the first Christian legislator 
| who introduced perfect religious liberty 
into the Constitution of any State.” 
There is in existence a Baptist Con- 
fession of Faith published in the year 
1611. Ten years later than this the Pil- 
grims, disembarked from the Mayflower, 
were building their log-cabins in Ply- 
mouth. Among those whoin the fol- 
lowing years sought a refuge here from 
religious persecution for conscience-sake 
were some who from early training and 
convictions were Baptists. They seem 
to have supposed they would be wel- 
come. But no churches of this Faith 
were allowed to be organized within the 
jurisdiction of the Plymouth or Massa- 
chusetts Colonies for more than forty 
years. i 
In 1639 an attempt was made in Wey- 
mouth to gather a small company of 
Baptist believers. John Spur, John 
Smith, Richard Sylvester, Ambrose Mor- 
ton, Thomas Makepeace and Robert 
Lenthal were the principal promoters of 
this design. It is probable that a part 
of these lived within the limits of Brain- 
tree and Quincy. They were all ar- 
raigned before the General Court at Bos- 
ton, March 13, 1639, where they were 
|treated according to the order of the 
|day; fined, and disfranchised or ban- 
ished. For more than two hundred years 
| following this there was no established 
Baptist church within the limits of 
these towns. In 1842 one was organized 
at South Braintree. In 1854 one at Wey- 
mouth. In 1865, on the evening of De- 
cember 19th, a meeting was held by 
members of Baptist churches residing 
at Quincy Point to consider the expedi- 
ency of a united effort looking to the 
formation of a Baptist church. 
Asaresult a Hall was secured, fur- 
nished and dedicated; and public Sab- 
bath Services were held April 1, 1866, 
for the first time; and two weeks later a 


Sabbath School numbering forty-five 
was commenced. On Sept. 16th, the or- 


dinance of baptism was first adminis- 
tered. But the church was not properly 
constituted until the next year, Feb. 23, 
1867, when eleven persons were organ- 
ized as the First Baptist Church of 
Quincy. Several were added at subse- 
quent meetings soon after, and twenty 
by baptism the following summer. ; 

In Feb. 1868, Mr. Daniel J. Stone of 
Cordaville, was called to the pastorate, 
and on May 13th, the church was pub- 
licly recognized by an Ecclesiastical 
Council, and Mr. Stone ordained as_pas- 
tor. The church was received into the 
Boston South Association in September. 
Mr. Stone was much beloved and con- 
tinued his labors until his sudden death 
in May, 1869. In the following year 
Rey. W. R. Maul was pastor for a short 
time, Rey. Lewis Colby was stated sup- 
ply for some months following. In Sept. 
| 1871, Rey. Geo. B. Williams, the present 
pastor took charge of the church. Fora 
period now of almost five years under

The importance and necessity of or-

Townshend, Vt., to become their pastor, 
and Mr. Abbott entered upon his labors 
Jan. 1, 1872. On June 24th, the church 
was legally organized asa Society, and 
a Board of Trustees chosen. On July 
6th, the corner-stone of the new Chapel 
was laid with appropriate ceremonies.

The Chapel, finished at a cost of about

| Asa denomination we are compari-| 
tively few in numbers, in this town, but| 
| we belong to a large, prosperous and in- 
| fluential body of Christians, that in this

millions of members in good and regular 
| Standing in our churches in the United 
| Ststes. 

The advocacy of liberty of conscience 
and the rights of free religious convic- 
tien and worship can be traced in eae 
nection with Baptist sentiments, back 
| beyond the time of Luther. It has ever 
been one of the cardinal principles of 
their faith, that the magistrate shall have 
no coercive power in religion. In this 
they have stood alone among the Re- 
formers. 

It is the glory and honor of American 
Baptists that they have been chiefly in- 
strumental in securing a full recognition 
of these principles in our land which are 
fast becoming world wide. From them 
Jefferson caught the inspiration of those 
great ideas which he wrought into the 
framework of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. From their direct influence 
and personal appeal to Washington, they 
secured the first amendment to the Con- 
stitution establishing the fundamental 


principles of religious liberty, that 
Cougress shall ‘“‘make no law _re- 


specting any establishment of religion 
or prohibiting the free exercise thereof.” 

One hundred years ago. What were 
formerly regarded as Baptist peculiari- 
ties “‘ have become established princi- 
ples of the great unwritten creed—the 
general religious sentiment of the whole 
country—the common law, so to speak, 
of American Christianity.” May they 
stand unchallenged for the centuries to 
come.

Public Schools of Quincy. 


BY FRANCIS W. PARKER. 


| Nineteen public school houses have 


been built in the town of Quincy. In| 


jthese houses have reigned and ruled 
a large number of school masters 
jand mistresses. The gradual building 
|of these school houses one by one, in the 


lyears of Quincy’s history, marks the 
|growth and progress of the town ; the 


| liberality of its citizens, and their inter- 
lest in education. The history of our 
ischools previous to the incorporation of 
| Quincy as a town, is familiar to you all. 
| You have read it in Whitney’s History, 
and in the appendix of the *‘ Address on 
the occasion of the opening the new 
Town Hail in Beaintree, July 29, 1858, 
by Charles Francis Adams.” 

The first school house in.town stood 
inorth of the Library, upon the same site 
where now stands the house of Mrs. 
iGreen, the proprietur of the Quincy 
Patriot. This is the record of the build- 
ing of the second house :— 


* Oct. 2, 1697, Voted, that. a new] 
school house should be built in the road 
between Clement Cox his house, and 


Gregory Belcher’s hard by the white oak 
tree. The dimensions of the house to 


j be twenty feet long, the width sixteen |

The third house stood upon the site 
| of Mrs. Horton’s residence nearly Oppo- 
jsite the Adams Academy. These three 
houses mark the first period of Quincy 
| schools. 

Until after the revolution, and it may 
| be until 1792, the schools were not all 
|free. The pupils paid at one time one 
; Shilling apiece for each term’s schooling; 
at another ** three foot of wood.’ Nov. 


28, 1710, ‘*‘ Then vcted that Mr. Adams, | 


the present school master, be empowered 
)to demand a load of wood of each boy 
| that comes to school this winter.” 

You will notice by this record that 
}each boy paid tuition. From this and 
| other records, [am in doubt whether girls 
attended these schools or not. It is 
highly probable that they did not. 

| Among the few recorded names of the 
; school teachers of that period I fird that 
jot Benjamin Thompson, M. D., son of 
the first minister. In 1678 he received 
the rent of the town’s land, thirty pounds 
}and besides each child ‘ carried in to 
jthe school master,’ one half cord of 
wood and a shilling in money. 
lowing is found in the Record of Deaths, 
‘“*Mr. Benjamin Thompson, practitioner 
of physic tor above thirty years, during 
which time he kept a grammar school in 
soston, Charlestown and Braintree,-- 
having left behind him a weary world, 
}eight children, and twenty-eight grand- 
|children. Deceased 13 April, 1714, and 
jlieth buried in Roxbury, aged 72 years.” 
| In 1699, Nathaniel Eells; in 1701, 
| Jeremiah Wise ; in the same year John 
Veasey ; in 1710, Mr. Adams taught in 

Sraintree. These names, with that of 
| Mrs. Belcher who taught in the school 
| house at the foot of Paines Hill are the 
jonly ones that I find recorded. Mrs. 
| Belcher was a noted teacher. The second 
| President of the United States was one 
jof her pupils. It is related that she once 
jgave him three coppers for carrying her 
}corn to mill, “‘and charged him at the 
| same time to keep his money to buy 
}land with.” 
| The school house that stood opposite 
\the Adams Academy was ‘‘a very fine 
lone for those days.”? It had a cupola 
}and bell, but the children kept up sucha 
continual din with the latter; ringing it 
| morning, noon and night, that the abused 
|citizens took it down and hid it. That 
| was the first and last school-bell Quincy 
ever had. 

With the building of the school house 
ion the Training Fields, in 1795, the 
site of which is in the street just opposite 
ithe Granite Bank, began the second pe- 
riod of our school history. It was a two- 
story, unpainted, wooden structure. The 
;}second story was used for a town hall 
and fora ‘* Cyphering School” in win- 
ter. In the lower story, a grammar school 


was taught the year round. I am in- 
debted to Mr. Charles P. Tirrell who 


| was a pupil of this school, for the fol- 
lowing description of the old  school- 
room :— 

‘On either side of the door were two 
large old-fashioned fire-places, between 
them stood the master’s desk, a formida- 
ble affair, like a huge box with a cover. 
Below was a cell for the temporary im- 
prisonment of juvenile offenders,—above 
the receptacle for writing books, quills, 
jackknives taken in action, and the aw- 
ful ferule. Before this desk rose the

In 1797, eighty-five pounds were 
voted for schooling, ** tobe for the new 
school house and not any other the pres- 
ent year.” The next $300 was raised for 
the Centre only.

1. The Board of Health shall enforce and ex-

Ie was a valuable advocate of 
adoption of the Federal Constitution, 
and then for eight years Vice President 
under Washington, and then Washing- 
ton’s successor as President of the United 
States. 

Retiring from office in the fullness of 
his powers, he hada happy and serene 
old age, that lasted for twenty-five years,

THE APPROPRIATION BILL. The leg- 
islative, executive, and judicial appro- 
priation bill, as reported from the con- 
ference committee and passe d by Con- 
gress on Saturday, contains, instead of 
the proposed reduction of ten per cent. 
on all salaries of collectors of customs 
and employes of the customs service, 
now ranging above £1.200.a new section 
directing the Secretary to institute a 
careful scrutiny of the present force with 
a view to making any reductions com- 
patible with its efficiency. All execu- 
live officers or employes of the United 
States, not appointed by the President, 
are prohibited by a new section from re- 
questing, giving to, or receiving from 
any other officer or employe anything 
of value for political purposes under a 
penalty of dismissal and fine. Some 
small reductions are made in the salaries 
of a few of the surbordinate clerks and 
other employes of the various mints, 
assay offices, and sub-treasuries through- 
out the country. By the provisions of 
the bill 765 clerks are to be discharged 
from the Executive Department at 
Washington on the 10th of October next.

A New Early Gam. 


A New Hasnpehine man has a new 
grape that is earlier than the Concord, 
very hardy and almost as sweet as a.rai- 
sin. The vine has been in bearing four 
years, and if it pleases horticulturists 
generally, as well as it does the propa- 
gator, it will soon become popular, es- 
pecially in the more northern portions 
of the country. It will probably be ex-

A Good Wash for Roosts. | 

A good wash for roosts, to be applied | 
once a week during the warm season, | 
will be found in kerosene, or crude pe-| 
troleum. This should be applied with a 
coarse sponge or common paint brush, | 
in the early daytime, so that it will soak 
into the perches, or dry off comparative-| 


ly, before the fowls go to roost. This | 
effectually destroys the lice upon the | 
perches, and the strong fumes that re-! 


main after application for a time, aid in 
driving vermin from the bodies of the 
fowls during the night. Care should be | 
taken in not using this powerful agent | 
too generously. But if judiciously ap-| 
plied to the roosts and to insides and | 
bottoms of laying boxes, its pees 
will quickly be realized by those who 
have never tried this experiment to rid 
their fowls of the annoyance of this hen- 
house pest, which so rapidly generates 
in the interior of poultry buildings, 
pecially in our warmer months.—Poultry 
World.
